These enactments were resisted, and the 
various laws have goné up, upon appeals to 
the Supreme Court, to have their constitu- 
tionality determined. 

In the meantime, what the hostile legisla- 
tion failed to accomplish has been brought 
about by natural laws. The rates of trans- 
portation between the West and the East are 
at this time lower than the rates for similar 
work in any country in the world. The de- 
cline has gone far below anything which the 
most utter anti-monopolist of a few years 
ago ever demanded. Grain by steam on the 
lakes to Buffalo yesterday ruled at 1} cents 
for corn ; and from Buffalo to New York, by 
canal, 64 cents. At the same time, contracts 
for all rail from Chicago to New York have 
been made at 15 cents for 100 pounds. or 9 
cents per bushel. The average rate is 20 
cents per 100 pounds. Of course, on the old 
basis of the outlay for transportation all this 
work is performed at a loss. It may, how- 
ever, prove otherwise. Prior to 1869 
there was no transportation of grain by rail 
from Chicago to New York,—the rates equal- 
ing the value of the grain. In that year a 
concession was made, and grain was moved 
by rail through the winter at a profit. It 
has since become a regular traffic, each 
year the trade increasing and the 
year 1874.5 


isthe Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, opensd its 


“route, offering low winter rates. A conse- 
quence was that all through that winter the 
wheat crop gave employment to the railroads 
entering Chicago from the West, and the 
grain went East by rail to Baltimore, thus 
overcoming the season of the ‘‘ close of nav- 
igation,” and enabling the producers to sell 
all through the winter. Grain isnow moved 
by all rail hence to New York at almost the 
rate of 4 mills per ton per mile; at that rate, 
perhaps.there are three tons moved to the 
one that would otherwise be forwarded in 


railway management it is more profitable to 
move three tons for 14 cents per mile than 
to move one ton for 1 cent per mile. The 
reduction in the cost of transportation has 
been gradual and steady ; it may be that an 
increased volume of business, with a reduc- 
tion of the cost to the railway for operating, 
will still leave profits, even at rates that a 
few years ago would have bankrupted any

‘country. One of the great crimes of the 

American tariff is that it delayed the use of 


| steel rails in this country at least ten years. 


The economy of steel rails is now conceded ; 
it is not yet possible from actual results to 
measure their duration,—they have not been 


to tell how long they will last in ordinary 
use, but it is safely estimated that, where the 
best iron rail will last ten years, the life of 
the steel rail will exceed thirty years, and, in 
this respect, is a great economy in the work- 
ing expenses of railroads. 

But the prediction that water transporta- 
tion is to be abandoned, and that the steel 
rail is to become the exclusive road for com- 
merce, is not only extravagant, but absurd. 
These water routes at this very time threaten 
the railroads with new facilities. Capt. 
Eaps has beyond all question demonstrated 
that he will furnish a ship channel of 22 feet 
of water to New Orleans, thereby renewing 
the trade of that city, and making it again a 
market for the productions of the 
Mississippi and its western tributaries. 
The railroads must all look to the 
Northwest for their business, and here 
is strong competition, offering transportation 
to an acknowledged market at rates which 
will bid defiance even to steel rails. On the 
north we have the great lakes and the St. 
Lawrence River. Within a comparatively 
brief time tlie Canadian canals will be so en- 
larged that the navigation which now stops 
at Buffalo and connects with the railroads 
will continue to Montreal. It will be all 
water from Chicago to the elevator at the 
other end of the route, and a certainty of 
full return freights. The vessels that can 
now deliver grain at Buffalo for 1} cents per 
bushel, will then, with more profit, deliver 
the same grain for 5 or 6 cents at Montreal, 
where it will stand precisely as it will if sent 
to New York by all rail at 15 or 20 cents. 
Here, then, will be such an improvement and 
enlargement of the water routes as will not 
only reduce their rates for i 
but will continue and extend the diversion of 
the trade from the West to New York, which 
has already made such progress. 

But New York has other difficulties in the 
way. Steel rails will connect the West 
with Baltimore, which has already made 
| giant progress in her Western trade ; in fact, 
the increase this year has been so great as to 
exceed even the liberal conveniences of 
storage, and caused a temporary embarrass- 
ment. This increase extends to all varieties 
of Western products and results in an ex- 
change of trade. So, too, in like manner 
Philadelphia is greatly enlarging her com- 
merce with the West, and steel rails will 
enable the railroads leading to these cities to 
furnish transportation comparatively cheaper 
than to New York, as they can now 
do. Nor are these the only difficulty in the 
way of New York becoming the grain depot 
of the country. There is an all-rail (steel 
rails) route dependent on the West for its 
business which will not be subject to any 
close of navigation, and which will -enable 
Chicago to deliver grain to fill European 
orders at Halifax. Traveling by interior lines, 
Chicago can forward her grain by rail one- 
third of the distance to Liverpool in about 
the same time it would take to deliver it at 
New York. This route, built at compara- 
tively small cost, will be able to transport 
grain from Chicago at less rate per ton per 
mile than can be offered by any railroad lead- 
ing into New York. 

The grain trade of Chicago has long since 
ceased to be a mere speculative one. Chicago 
buys and sells grain, and all other branches 
of Western products. Purchases are made 
here. Occasionally purchases are made 
through New York houses, but day by day 
the purchasers are becoming convinced that 
it is to their interest to do their business 
here directly. All the capital necessary for 
such a trade is here, and in the prediction 
that there is to be no more lake navigation, 
no more grain trade in Chicago, and, no use 
for elevators here, Mr. Haren lets an im- 
agination a little wild at the best of times 
get the better of his good sense. 

That there is a revolution in the railroad 
business; that the operating expenses of 
railways are to be cut down; ‘that capital is 
hereafter to be content with 6 or even lower 
per cent dividends; that the present rates 
of freight are to become substantially per- 
manent; that railroads are to make, profits 
by doing an increased volume of business, 
with a smaller margin between cost and ex- 
penditure, may be all true. But the revolu- 
tion will not be confined to railways; it will 
be general; the same reduced percentage of 
profit on capital, the same reduced percent- 
age of cost of operating, and the same in- 
creased facilities for and actual increase of 
business, will also apply to water transpor- 
tation, thus preserving the same margin of 
difference between the relative rates at which 
the land and water routes may do business. 
The great problem of cheap transportation 
has been solved by natural laws, leaving the 
legislation of the Grangers interesting 
monuments from which the world has moved 
away. ‘a 


UNCOMMON CARRIERS. 

Under the provisions of the common-law, 
built up by centuries of usage and legal de- 
cision, the business of common carriers was 
in its relations to the people a public func- 
tion. It was pursued by the permission of 
the State, the author of the franchise, and 
its liabilities were determined by the State. 
In later days a most pernicious change has 
been introduced, and the Courts have sanc- 
tioned the extraordinary claims of common 
carriers to define their own liabilities. In 
this way, express companies, telegraph com- 
panies, and railroads have been able to impose 
any conditions they pleased on the public 
by simply printing them in fine type or 
blanks, bills of lading, and the like. The 
Courts have been so amiable that the increas- 
ing aggressions of common carriers on the 
rights of the public have been successively 
conceded, and have now become established 
as rights: To such an extent is this true, 
that the Courts now declare themselves pow- 
erless to make the resistance they perceive, 
too late, to be necessary, unless they have 
the assistance of the Legislature. Under the 
legal rulingsas they now stand, the public are 
bound by such purely constructive no- 
tice as the list of conditions on a telegraph 
blank or a passenger ticket, which no one 
reads, and which, if one was to read and 
reject, could not in any way be altered or 
ennulled. The Courts have been good 
— HOWErET, 5G seem willing to make 
a stand against allowing common carriers to 
provide that they shall not be held respon- 
sible for their own negligence. Still it is by 
no means certain that our pliable Courts will 
have the virtue to stand even at this last 
ditch.

This matter is one of supreme interest to 
the unorganized public, which does not need 
to be warned of the difficulty of obtaining a 
recognition of its rights from Congress, when 
corporations are on the other side.

THE REFORM CITYZGOVERNMENT. 

For the first time since the bummers ac- 
quired possession of the city two years ago 
last fall is the City Government in a condi- 
tion to realize the demands of the people for 
reform and retrenchment, For two years 
and a half (prolonging their term by stuffing 
the ballot-boxes for the charter of 1872) the 
Ring Aldermen, sustained by Cor vm at ev- 
ery step, went on adding to the public debt 


travagant expenditures. In order to retain 
certain persons in office (one of whom has 
proved a defaulter for more than $100,000) 
they added fully $100,000 a year to the city 
expenses, and assessed and attempted to col- 
lect the taxes under a law whereby $2,000,- 
000 of back taxes have been irrevocably lost. 
The reverrues of the city were uncollected 
and the expenditures increased. The sa- 
loon-keepers were permitted to carry 
on their. business without taking out 
licenses in many instances, because 
they furnished the principal sup 
port to the bummer government. The 
number of people employed and paid was at 
least, 50. per cent more than the services ren- 
dered. Valuable rights and franchises were 
given away, or rather sold out by the Alder- 
men for individual consideration, but without 
‘securing any guid pro quo for the city. The 
city was running behind all the time, and 
money borrowed upon illegal certificates, for 
the payment of which no provision was 
made. Thus, besides squandering all the 
money that could be collected, $2,000,000 of 
taxes were lost, and a floating debt was left 
| of $3,500,000 over and above the available 
assets. As soon as the people had an oppor- 
tunity, they ousted the Ring Aldermen and 
elected a Council of business-men fully alive 
to the absolute necessity for immediate ro- 
trenchment, and competent to devise means 
to that end. But the new Council has been 
hampered at every step by Cox vm, who held 
on to the Mayor’s office in the interest of the 
bummers, and who, for the last few weeks, 
has simply sought to exercise his functions 
to gratify his personal spleen. But now, 
for the first time, by the election of 
Mowroz Hearts, has Chicago a harmonious 


proceed at once to the work of cutting down 


against itself, with a Council whose duties 
‘manifestly lay in one direction and a Mayor 


another direction. Mr. Harn is an honest 
man and a practical business-man. He is 
familiar with the machinery of the City 
Government, and will co-operate earnestly 
and honestly with the Council in the double 
duty of the hour, viz.: (1) to curtail ex- 
penses at every possible point, and (2) to 
collect the revenues promptly and ener- 
getically. 

Now let the work of reform begin. The 
first thing to do is to cut down remorselessly. 
Everybody understands this. The new Coun- 
cil know that this is what is expected of 
them, and are already working atit. The 
new Mayor knows that this is what he was 
elected for, and he must get at it at once. 
All the subordinates must willingly and 
effectively co-operate, or they must get out of 
the way. The Mayor and Council have full 
power to remove any and all whorefuse to do 
so, and the guillotine will be set going wherever 
the warning is not heeded. Mr. Exiror 
Antony, the Corporation Counsel, is a good 
lawyer and a hard worker, so that everything 
that is done under his advice will probably 
be done properly and lawfully. The Board 
of Public Works — Mesars. Pamoprvmiz, 
Want, and Taompson—are all sensible men, 
and must appreciate fully the necessity of 
reducing the number of employes, cutting 
down salaries, and stopping all public im- 
provements where the stoppage will save 
more than the loss to the city, in contracts 
or otherwise, by reason thereof. They have 
already indicated where they can save $47,- 
446 a month, or nearly $600,000 a year, which 
is about 25 per cent of their share of the 
appropriations, and possibly another re- 
vision may reveal still further oppor- 
tunities. The consumption of gas is in the 
hands of the Council, and here atleast 
40 and perhaps 50 per cent can be saved by 
the reduction of the number of lamps, and 
by. a more scientific system for lighting and 
is familiar with his department, and must 
avail himself of this knowledge to lop off 
where the expense can best be saved.

The recent law passed by Congress, and 
already signed by the President, prohibiting 
the transmission inthe United States mails 
of lottery advertisements and circulars, will 
probably accomplish a great and good work. 
Had an effective law on this subject been in 
operation a generation ago, millions upon 
millions of dollars would have been saved to 


lows : 
No letter or circular concerning lotteris, so- 
called gift concerts, or other similar enterprises 


offering prizes, or concerning schemes devised and 
intended to deceive and defraud the public for the 
purpose of money under false pretenses, 
shall be carried In the mail. Any person who shall. 
knowingly deposit anything to be carried by mail 
in violation of this section shall be punished by a 
fine of not more than $500 nor leas than $100, with 
costs of 


prosecution. 

The penalty prescribed is sufficiently large 
and will be sufficiently used by the United 
States Courts to cut off the mails altogether 
from the lottery swindlers. The trouble 
heretofore has been that there was no har- 
mony in the legislation of the various States, 
some of them refusing to adopt any anti- 
lottery laws, while the use of the mails has 
enabled the Jeremy Diddlers to circumvent 
the State laws. Now, however, they will 
have no means for circulating their advertise- 
ments except through the express companies, 
which will scarcely undertake the distribu- 
tion in the different cities. Under the law 
of some of the States, indeed, such as li- 
nois and Ohio, such distribution is a misde- 
meanor punishable with a large fine. At all 
events, the present United States law will 
interfere with the lottery schemes so seri- 
ously as to reduce their number very materi- 
ally, as well as their facilities for swindling

ASTRONOMICAL, 


Early in the morning of Friday, Aug. 18, the 
planet Venus will approach very nearly to a star 
ot the fourth magnitude, known as Lambda, in 
Gemini,—the least apparent distance of centres 
being less than one-twentieth part the diameter 
of the full moon. At that time the planet will 
be a morning star, rising before the sun, and 
sufficiently elongated from him to permit the 

to be watched closely, though the 
time (before 4 o’clock) will be inconvenient for a 
popular exhibition. But the event will be one 
of no little interest to the astronomer. The dis- 
tance of Venus from the earth being then only 
about forty and a quarter millions of miles, the 
phenomenon offers an opportunity for obtaining 
a knowledge of her parallax, and hence that of 
the sun, scarcely inferior in importance to that 


the earth's surface. If the atmospheric con- 
ditions be favorable, permitting precise meas- 
ures to be taken, the results of these observa- 
tions will be compared, and the work may prove 
of considerable value in determining our esti- 
mate of the solar 

The motion of the planet in her orbit is d- 


rect; so that she will pass from the Western 


side of the star to the eastward, Venus being 
the most southerly of the two. The appearance
